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DAKOTA FARMERS. 

A large party of Dakota and Minnesota 
farmers arrived on Monday’s train to spy out 
the land with a view to settlement. They 
were : Wm. Ritchie, Grafton, North Dakota ; 
J. J. Scott, Lake City, Minnesota; Jas, Mil- 
ler and E. C. Smith and wife, Crookston, Min- 
nesota ; R. Ritchie, A; Ashen, M. Nelson and 
Thomas Oliver, Belmont, North Dakote. Wn. 
Ritchie visited Edmonton with another party 
from Grafton in the fall, and with the whole 
party was so well pleased with the district 
that arrangements had been made by him for 
a party of about fifty to come out in Novem- 
ber; but the very early winter and particu. 
larly the stormy weather of the latter end of 
October and all November decided the major- 
ity to defer their visit until spring. The 
party were driven to Stony Plain by M. Mc- 
Cauley, visiting as many of the farmers as 
possible, inspecting their grain and convers- 
ing with them as to the advantages and draw 
backs of the district. Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
and Mr. Miller left on Wednesday’s train, On 
Thursday several members of the party were 
driven to Clover Bar by R. F. Shaw. Messts. 
W. Ritchie, Oliver and Ashen left on Friday’s 
train. Mr. Nelson and R. Ritchie remaining 
with,a yiew to locating at once, or investing. 
Several members of the party desire to 
invest in improved property and others would 
like to homestead, but as there is a little 
snow on the ground they fear making a bad 
selection and will defer taking land untilthey 
return, A great drawback to the appearance 
of this district is that so much land is owned 
and yet unoccupied. Forthis of cdurse the 
reserved odd sections are greatly to blame, 
and also the five years system of homestead- 
ing under which a settler is not tompelled to 
reside on bis land for the first two years. As 
the principal rush of settlers was during the 
season just past and many of the hometeads 

were taken under the five years system, com. 
paratively few are yet occupied. This is an 
objection however, that time will right The 
C. P. R. lands too will likely be placed in the 
market shortly, probably about new years, 
and this will give men who have a little 
theans the opportunity to acquire lands at a 
low price and settle in the heart of the pre 
sent settlements, with roads, schoole and 
churches convenient, and near town as well. 
The wheat examined in the farmers’ bins was 
pronounced almost universally No, 1 hard, 
the only drawback being some amut. Oats 
were better than can be raised in Dakota., 
and barley equally good. The rank growth 
of wild grass attracted great and favorable 
attention. Grafton, North Dakota, from the 
vicinity of which most of the visitors came is 
in the Red River valley, and the surrounding 
district, with the Red River valley generally, 
has Leen more prosperous that the rest of 
Dakota In the valley there have 
been some Very short crops, but no total fail- 
ures such as other parts of the state have suf
